AFTER ARREST

WIFE SAYS HE WAS 
NOT A COMMUNIST 


Policeman Who Arrested 
Him Insists He Was 
Among Demonstrators In- 
citing the Crowd. 


Thomas Beezley, an unemployed 
laborer, among those arrested in 
connection with the riot led by 
Communists at City Hall, Monday, 
ended his life with poison today, a 
few hours before he was to appear 
in Police Court to answer charges 
of peace disturbance, growing out 
of the fight. 

Beezley lived with his wife and 
three small children in a meagerly 
furnished flat at 1458 (rear) 
Wright street. 

Mrs. Beezi¢gy told reporters this 
morning that her husband, since 
his release Wednesday on bond, 
had been worried over the outcome 
of the charges against him. To her 
he had denied that he was a mem- 
ber of the Communist organization, 
and said that he had taken no part 
in the riot, she added. 

After a sleepless night, she said, 
her husband arose at 5 a. m. He 


said he was going Out for some air. 
A few minutes later she heard him 
call from the kitchen and found 
him prostrate on the floor. Near 
by were two empty bottles which 
had contained poison. 

What the Police Say. 


Before retiring Thursday evening, 
Mrs. Beezley said, he had discussed 
the charges against him with her 
and neighbors. He told them he 
had passed City Hall while search- 
ing for work, and noticed the gath- 
ering on the lawn. “While he stood 
on the sidewalk, the riot began, he 
related. As the crowd broke to- 
ward him after the explosion of 
tear gas bombs, he ran to the other 
side of the street where he was 
taken into custody by advancing 
policemen, he said, 

Police witnesses who were to 
have appeared in Police Court to?

Brooks, Central District Station, 
and Detective Lieut. Coakley. 

To Coakley, the prisoner had de- 
nied that he took an active part in 
the rush to enter City Hall, de- 
claring that he was merely a spec- 
tator, but Hedtkamp said that he 
observed Beezley making a speech 
in the crowd, exhorting his listen- 
ers to defy police, 


In the written report of the offi- 
cers, Beezley was quoted as saying: 
“Come on, men, they’ve got no right 
to keep us out of the City Hall! 
We might as well die as starve!” 
Beezley was among the first of 
the group pushing toward the 
doors, Hedtkamp added. They 
were ordered to halt but refused 
until they were repulsed by tear 
gas. 

Not a Communist, Wife Says. 
Mrs. Beezley insisted that her 
husband was not a Communist sym- 
pathizer, and neighbors told re- 
porters they had no knowledge of 
any such activities by Beezley. 


Chief of Detectives Kaiser said 
today that policemen who arrested 
Beezley were positive that he was 
among the demonstrators who 
urged the crowd to rush the City 
Hall doors. Chief Kaiser said Beez- 
ley told him, after his arrest, that 
he had attended all of the Com- 
munist-led meetings at City Hall 
which had been held during the 
last few months. 


He had never been arrested be- 
fore. 
Beezley had been unemployed 
for about a year, his wife said. 
They have been dependent on help 
from the Provident Association for 
food.

GAIN IN FARM POPULATION 


252,000 More Moved to Country in 
; 1931 Than to City. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—The 
farm drew 252,000 more people last 
year than moved to the city. 
Statistics made public today by the 
Department of Agriculture showed 
that 1,472,000 persons left the 
farms for towns and cities and that 
1,679,000 moved farmward. 

The farm population Jan. 1, 1932, 
was placed at 31,260,000, as com- 
pared with 30,612,000 at the begin- 
ning of 1931. Births acount for the 
increase over and above those mov- 
ing back to the country. The de- 
partment described the increase as 
the “largest and most significant” 
in the 10 years that population 
changes have been estimated. For 
seven ‘years of the decade, annual 
decreases were reported and only 
during 1930 and 1931 were appre- 
clable gains indicated.

Babcock; who is 90, said his 
brother’s legacy to animals con- 
sisted of bonds with a present 
market value of about $75,400 and 
the University City residence 
which has an assessed valuation of 
$10,800. 

The trustee is permitted to in- 
vest the fund if it is not deemed 
sufficient at this time to fulfill its 
objectives. 

The trust was arranged  origi- 
nally by Mr. and Mrs. Babcock, 
who were childless, and devoted 
to animals, particularly cats and 
dogs. Mrs. Babcock died sevoral 
yéars ago. 

Explanation of the Fund, 
Designated as “The Babcock 
Relief Fund for Dumb Animals,” 
‘the purpose of the fund, as noted 
in the trust agreement, is prima- 
rily “the care and elimination of 
suffering among dogs and cats.” 
The agreement states that no re- 
lations of either Mr. or Mrs. Bab- 
cock have any further claim on 
them and explains that the fund 
was established in view of this cir- 
cumstance and because of the love 
that the donor and his wife have 
always had for dumb animals.” 

It was established also, the 
agreement discloses, because the 
Babcocks felt that it may be an 
inducement to others to aid in cov- 
ering a field of charitable work 
heretofore neglected in St. Louis.” 
The trustee is empowered either 
to administer the fund directly or 
to turn it over to “such an organi- 
zation as it may deem to be worthy 
and effective in carrying out the 
purposes of the fend.”

WASHINGTON, July 15.—After 
a short debate ,the House this aft- 
efnoon passed the 32,122,000, 000 
Garner-Wagner relief bill, and sent 
it to the Senate, where an effort 
will be made to obtain a final vote 
before adjournment tonight.

The voten the House in favor 
of adopting’ the report of the Con- 
ference Committee which redraft- 
ed the bill, was 286 to 48, Demo- 
crats and Republican Progressives 
voting solidly for it, and being 
joined at the last moment by many 
Republican regulars who had been 
in opposition. 

After it had been stated on the 
floor of the Senate that President 
Hoover would veto the bill unless 
the secrecy policy was continued, 
he summoned the Senate conferees 
to the White House this morning 
and assured them that, although 
he was strongly opposed to making 
the loans public, he would not veto 
the bill on that account. However, 
he issued a public statement ex- 
pressing his opposition to the pub- 
licity provision. 

Roosevelt's Attitude. 

Meantime, this correspondent 
learned on unquestionable author- 
ity that Speaker Garner’s unyield- 
ing stand for publicity was due in 
part to a message which he re- 
ceived this week from Gov. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, his running mate 
on the Democratic presidential 
ticket.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—Pres- 
ident Hoover yesterday moved 
toward placing the Federal Gov- 
ernment, wherever possible, upon 
a five-day week basis as a measure 
of economy and an example to in- 
dustry.

The re- 
port was submitted by a commit- 
tee charged with placing into effect 
the “payless furlough” plan for 
Government employes, included by 
Congress in the national economy 
bill. 

Actual application of the five- 
day week, the report said, would 
not be possible in departments car- 
rying on a continuous service, such 
as the Postoffice and law enforce- 
ment branches. In these cases it 
was suggested that the manner of 
taking furloughs be left to heads 
of the respective departments.

The first step will be taken by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, with which any bond is- 
sue proposal placed before the vot- 
ers must originate. After the Board 
of Estimate has approved the nec- 
essary, ordinance it will go to the 
Board of Aldermen, and if ap- 
proved there, the Aldermen, will fix 
the date for the election. 

The chance of approval of the 
bond-issue proposal in the election 
is a matter of speculation at City 
Hall. Comptroller Nolte and some 
other officials have frankly stated 
their doubts that such a proposi- 
tion could obtain the necessary 
two-thirds vote. Others believe 
thatin the face of the necessity the 
voters will accept it. 

Some of those given to forecast- 
ing point out the relatively small 
number of taxpayers compared 
with the total number of voters. 
The Assessor’s office estimates 
there are 175,000 individual taxpay- 
ers in the city. In the presiden- 
tial election of 1928 there were 
368,000 registered voters and there 
are now on the books 341,000 vot- 
ers. Miss Emma Bobb, chairman 
of the Election Board, estimates 
the total registration for the gen- 
eral election will reach 375,000. 

Reason for Forecast. 

This means there will be about 
200,000 voters who are not tax- 
payers and some election prophets 
argue these would favor a relief 
bond issue, the cost of which 
would fall on the taxpayers, 
hoping to avoid additional appeals 
for personal contributions. It is 
pointed out, on the other hand, 
that taxpayers’ wives and other 
relatives probably make up the 
majority of the non-taxpaying vot- 
ers and could not be counted og to 
vote solidly for the bond issue. 

The Comptroller's office esti- 
mates the cost to the city of a $4,- 
600,000 bond issue at $385,000 for 
the first year, and slightly more 
than that each year for five years, 
followed by declines which would 
make the average over a 20-year 
period about the same as the cost 
the first year. 

This would mean an increase of 
3 cents in the tax rate, now $2.74, 
or an increase in annual taxes of 
$1.50 for the taxpayer whose prop- 
erty is assessed at $5000. 

Bstimates of the Comptroller's 
office are based on the assumption 
that the bonds would bear 4% per 
cent interest and that they would 
mature in five to 20 years. 

At present the city has about 
$65,385,000 in outstanding general 
improvement bonds. Interest and 
sinking fund requirements are met 
by a.charge of 39 cents included 
in the $2.74 tax rate. 

The relief program was drafted 
by a subcommittee of eight ap- 
pointed by Harry B. Wallace, chair- 
man of the Committee of 71.

ORDERS SHERIFF 
TO REMOVE LAWYER 


Says ‘Contemptible,’ 
qualified Falsehood’ to 
Formal Allegation He Is 
Interested in Action. 


Prohate Judge “haries W. Holt- 
camp, who yesterday granted a 
motion to transfer the sanity trial 
of Hugh W. Thomasson, elderly 
real estate owner, to Circuit Court, 
prefaced ‘his action with an indig- 
nant speech to Attorney Wilfred 
Jones, who filed the motion. An 
unusual and dramatic court room 
scene resulted. 


Jones, in his motion, alleged 
that Judge Holtcamp was inter- 
ested in the outcome of the 


Thomasson litigation, and in see- 
ing Thomasson declared of un- 
sound mind. 

A stenographic report of Judge 
Holtcamp’s remarks shows that he 
said to Jones: 

J don’t want you in this court 
any more; I am telling you that. 
Under the law I have got to grant 
this certificate, and I am going to 
grant it, but the law doesn’t pre- 
vent me from expressing what 1 
think of some of you gentlemen 
who are in this case, and you 
know that what you have sworn 
to here is untrue. It is contemp- 
tible as can be. You can’t play 
that kind of a game in this court. 

“An Unqualified Falsehood.” 

“You know every word in there, 
Mr. Jones, is an“ unqualified false- 
hood, as far as my interest in this 
case is concerned, and as far as 
my prejudice is concerned, and as 
far as being interested in aiding 
the attorneys in this case. You 
know that: But I am not surprised 
at you making the affidavit.” 

Here Judge Holtcamp an- 
nounced a recess of court for 10 
minutes. He continued to address 
Jones, saying that another lawyer 
in the case, R. Shad Bennett, had 
caused a subpena to be issued 
for him, Judge Holtcamp, to tes- 
tify as a witness for Thomasson, 
while at the same time a charge 
of prejudice on his part against 
Thomasson was being made by 
Jones. 

“This Thomasson case,” Judge 
Holtcamp continued, “as Mr. Ran- 
dolph Laughlin said, is a disgrace 
and an outrage. One day it is one 
man—it is a kaleidoscope. I never 
wanted to try this case. I told 
Judge Wurdeman I hoped he would 
get the writ originally, so that I 
wouldn't have to try the mess. I 
know what you folks have been 
doing out in the county, and I 
didn’t want the case, and am glad 
to certify it. But as Judge on this 
bench I am going to tell you what 
I think of you for swearing to what 
you did. Taking an oath—and then 
they wonder why the public comes 
into court and pays no attention to 
the oath. 

Orders Sheriff to Remove Jones. 

Jam woing to grant the certif- 
icate as soon as the clerk can write 
it out, but I wish you would leave 
the courtroom, Mr. Jones. I am 
through with you. Do you under- 
stand what I mean? Mr. Sheriff, 
remove him from the courtroom. 
I won't fool with you fellows. You 
knew you were going to do this all 
the way through, and you wait 
until the last minute. Contempti- 
ble! I should say it is. It is con- 
temptible all the way through.”

20-Foot Snake Kills 18-Footer

PHILADELPHIA, July 15.—An 
18-foot python was killed by a 20. 
footer in a terrific fight over a pig 
in the snake house of the Philadel- 
phia Zoo Wednesday night. 

No one saw the fight, but when 
keepers approached the cage yes- 
terday morning, the thick glass 
abont the inclosure was shattered, 
the 18-foot snake lay dead in one 
corner, while in another corner, 
placidly coiled,. was the victor;

The 
pig was, in fact, the first meal the 
python had eaten in 18 months. 

The two snakes had lived in 
peace and quiet in the same cage 
for four years. Early Wednesday 
night keepers noticed activity on 
the part of the smaller python, 
which denoted hunger. A pig was 
placed in the cage, the snake coiled 
around the meal, and the keeper 
left. 

Yesterday morning an eight-foot 
anaconda, also an occupant of the 
inclosure, was found coiled in the 
branches of a eypress tree, appa- 
rently having fled there for safety 
during the fight.

Opening G. O. P. Campaign in 
Middle West He Asks 
“What Is New Deal?”

COLUMBUS, .. July 15.—The 
administration's attack on the 
presidential candidacy of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was turned lodse for 
the first time in the Middle West 


last night, with a speech by Secre- 
tary of War Patrick J. Hurley. 
The speech, declaring the Dem- 
ocratic party and its candidate 
heve “no program” for breaking 
the depression, was delivered at 
the platform convention of Ohio 
Republicans. 

Both Hurley and United States 
Senator Simeon D. Fess, who pre- 
ceded him, praised President 
Hoover. The Secretary termed the 
President the champion of Ameri- 
can principles, while Fess de- 
scribed him as “the only man liv- 
ing equipped to handle the prob- 
lems of the day.” 

Turning to Roosevelt's speech 
accepting the Democratic nomina- 
tion, Hurley said he was intrigued 
by the nominee's pledge to a “new 
deal” for the American people. 
“Just what is this new deal?” he 
asked.. “The Governor does not en- 
lighten us.” 

Hurley made no mention of pro- 
hibition, but reviewed the admin-

They pointed out that the legal 
period for Meadows’ execution had 
expired since the death sentence 
was passed in 1930 by the Circuk 
Court in St. Louis. The death 
sentence. however, had not beep 
carried out by reason of Mead- 
ows’ appeal to the State Supreme 
Court, which affirmed the lower 
court on June 10. A motion fer a 
rehearing was overruled July 7. 
eight days before the execution 
was to take place.

I have now an experience of 
the wooden floor. In this time 1 
the one and the other runner. 


12 years on the cinder track and 


have happened to meet with both . 
I believe I have a better knowledge |‘ 


of them than any journalist following the runners from the outside. 


My worst-opposition I have met 
on the mile, the 1500 meters and 
on shorter distances than those. 
The obvious reason is that 1500 
meters has always been the short. 
est limit for which I have trained. 
Quick runners who run say 800 
Meters as their specialty have no 
difficulty in competing with long 
distance runners on 1600 m 

Both for the mile and the 1500 
meters my strongest opponents 
were Wide, Peltzer, Ray and Larva. 
I cannot venture to state which of 
them was the best. As a runner, 
Wide was no doubt the greatest, 
but in tactics again Peltzer is No. 1 


Wide Twice Beat Nurmi. 

The mile belongs to the extreme 
lower end of Wide’s scale of run- 
hing distances. Twice hé managed 
to beat me—in Berlin in 1926—but 
ho more. And yet we have met 
one another on the cinders fairly 
often, at one time it was quite the 
fashion to have a Nurmi-Wide duel. 
He has better bogily qualifications 
than I have to be a runner, but 
physically he is weaker. His foot- 
work is that of a master, but his 
use of the upper body, and par- 
ticularly of his hands, is uneconom- 
ical. Then he was pursued in a 
manner of speaking by bad luck. 
Thus in our match in 1926 at 
Stockholm on the 3000 meter 
stretch he all but filled the gap of 
50 yards between us in the last 300 
yards; the difference at the goal 
was only two yards. Almost the 
same thing happened in Amster- 
dam on the 5000 meters. There he 
taught me up just when I had 
crossed the line. But Wide can 
blame his poor self-reliance quite 
as much as his bad luck. 

Strategy and Nerve Power. 

Otto Peltzer’s name is well known 
all over the world, although he was 
only for one year a runner of the 
really highest class. But in 1926 he 
was truly excellent, all through in 
perfect condition. That year he ran 
world’s records on the half-mile 
and 1500-m. For these results the 
German doctor may thank his good 
helpers, Among whom I also count- 
ed. 


I remember that 15 00-m. match 
in Berlin in 1926 as if it had hap- 
pened yesterday. I have never be- 
fore been so absolutely convinced 
of losing beforehand than then. I 
was overtrained, which is proved 
already by the fact that I only 
weighed 63 kilos (139 pounds), my 
normal weight being 66.5 kilos (147 
pounds). In spite of all this, I led 
the grace for three dnd a half 
rounds, at a speed which I knew 
would lead to a world’s record, 
which also happened. 

Peltzer has all the qualifications 
to become an absolute ace in run- 
ning—excepting his nerves. I be- 
lieve that it is just nis nerves which 
have brought about that he has 
never come back bad his condition 
of 1926. 

My association alc Harri 
Larva, “the Turk greyhound,” re- 
minds me in many respects of 
Peltzer. He is almost as good a 
tactician as the German, and as far 
as nerves are concerned, far ahead 
of him. His running career up to 
now is about the same as Peltzer’s, 
in other words, he has so far only 
been one year at the very top, 
1928. Before the Amsterdam games 
his speed was terrific, and although 
his condition had already begun to 


deteriorate at the actual games, he 
still managed to beat Ladoumegue 


and to take the gold medal. Later 
on, the man has remained at an 
ordinary dead le because he nes 
not found out thé ning method 
best suited for Himself. If the 
signs do not lie, he will be, how- 
ever, in the summer, in the Olym- 
pic year, a dangerous man. 9 
‘Ray “Hangs Himseit.“ 

In my running I have seldom met 
with any real surprises, but once in 
a while they do happen. Among 
others, Joie Ray once placed me in 
a situation which I had never er- 
pected. 

It happened in Madison Square 


‘| Garden in the winter of 1926. The 


time for training for this match had 
been very short. Short was also 
the wooden floor and also for any- 
one not used to it, too elastic and 
springy. From the very beginning 
I was aware that I might lose the 
engagement. For that reason I 
endeavored to prepare myself care- 
fully for the match. I reckoned 
that the only means of beating my 
hard competitors on such a floor 
would be hard running from the 
very beginning. I could not think 
of having my watch with me on 
this floor with ita short curves. 
Well, there must be some way, I 
thought. I had one of my friends 
to sit in the first row of seats at 
the second turning, gave him a time 
table in his hand and said: “After 
every round you are to show me 
by your fingers whether I am 
ahead or behind time, and how 
many seconds. If I am ahead of 
the table, one or more fingers up, 
and if behind time, down.” 


My friend was watching 
and I was watching him. He had 
two fingers turned upwards, which 
meant that I was ahead of my 
scheduled time by two seconds. At 
the seventh round he had one fin- 
ger downwards. I was thus one 
second late. I forced my speed 
and then it happened! Ray and 
with him Hahn passed me without 
and difficulty and even added to 
their speed! I was flabbergasted, 
and for a second or two my head 
was swarming. Cool, common sense 
however won. It gard: “Rely on 
your time table, man! World’s 
records are not broken in this way 
by a second or two“; I relied on the 
voice, and let the others do what 
they liked. Ray hung himself up 
by his speed, and it was an easy 
job for me to correct things, s0 
that I won. 

Ray was one of the safest run- 
ners of the world. If he had only 
been 10 centimeters (four inches) 
taller, it would have meant a. few 
seconds in his results. Conger for 
instance cannot be compared with 
him, I count Joe among the run- 
ners whom I honor. He could run 
half a mile and he could run the 
Marathon..

\Coolidge Is Opposed 


To High Tax on Wealth 


Declares It Would Dissipate Property or Re- 
create Age of Overlords—For Gen- 
eral Sales Levy. 


By the -Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, July 15.—Calvin 


Coolidge advocates a general sales 
tax in an article appearing in Col- 
lier’s Weekly. The former Presi- 
dent also writes that excessive tax- 
ation of a comparatively small 
number cf wealthy persons is a 
grave threat to the whole structure 
of American democracy. 

“Many are beginning to wonder,” 
he writes, “if it would not be wise 
to supplement our system of taxa- 


tion by providing that a large num- 
ber of people should pay a small 
but certain direct tax. 

“The levies on tobacco and gaso- 
line produce a very large revenue 
which is not burdensome to the 
consumer. The extension of such a 
system to many other commodities 
would seem to be in complete har- 
mony with the spirit of a self-gov- 
erning peopie.” 

“If it is necessary to meet an 
emergency,” he also writes, “exces- 
sively high taxes on a few large in- 
comes and inheritances might be 
made temporarily without great in- 
jury. But to adopt such a system 
permanently and, under the pre- 
tense of raising revenue, pursue a 
policy of expropriation and at- 
tempted redistribution of wealth 


would have the gravest conse- 
quences, 

“One of two things would be 
likely to result: 

“Enterprise would be stifled, ac- 
cumulations of property would be 
dissipated, and a condition of de- 
pression would become chronically 
progressive, with a falling standard 
of living, economic suffering, and 
u great poverty on the part of the 
people. 

“The other alternative wound be 
the creation of a class of great 
wealth, who would have a large 
control of the Government because 
it would be dependent on their 
money for its support. 

“That would be the re-creation 
of the age of overlords. The rest of 
us would be reduced to dependency. 
In either case the people would 
lose. 

“There is Aan a temptation in 
time of adversity to think anything 
would be better than that which we 
have. * * Our system has 
worked better and is now working 
better than any other that was ever 
de vis ec. 

We cannot expect perfection. 
We do expect improvement. But 
that is no reason why we should 
agree with those who would per- 
suade us that all our hard-won vic- 
tories were mistakes which we 
ought now to abandon.”

“The foregoing tendencies,’ the 
order said, “result in impaired ser- 
vice, postponed extensions of ser- 
vice, higher cost of service and 
higher rates. 

“A period of. unprecedented 
shrinkage of ‘property values, 
prices and the incomes of users of 
utility services is no time for util- 
ity customers to be required to 
support two capital structures. 
All the revenues collected from 
from customers are needed by the 
properties which furnish services 
to the customers to make good 
impairment of capital arising from 
this drastic economic adjustment. 
Otherwise it will de difficult to 
avoid future high capital costs 
which in the long run are reflect- 
ed in the rates charged to con- 
sumers. 

“If 1 companies must 
now and for some time to come 
rely on their own resources to 
raise capital, those resources must 
be kept for local use, not dissi- 
vated for the benefit of public 
holders of uncontrolled and un- 
regulated security issues by hold- 
ing companies. If this is not done, 
consumers may one day find them- 
selves served by a company with 
virtually all its equity capital 
wiped out or withdrawn. 

“The effect of this upon the 
company’s capital costs and ability 
to maintain service standards, meet 
new demands for service at rea- 
sonable rates or make future rate 
reductions is obvious. The com- 
mission has a plain duty to do all 
in its power to prevent such in- 
juries to consumers’ ‘interests in 
their rates and service.“

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DRYS REJECT IMMEDIAME 
INDORSEMENT OF HOOVER 


Three Views Expressed of Policy 
to Adopt at Board of Strategy 
Meeting.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—After 


rejecting a proposal for immediate 
indorsement of President Hoover, 
the National Prohibition Board of 
Strategy adopted a statement of 
policy prepared by a specially ap- 
pointed committee. 

The statement will be submitted 
to the board’s constituent organiza- 


tions for its guidance in the coming 
political campaign. 

It was strongly indicated that the 
policy agreed upon included sub- 
mission of a resume of the prohi- 
bition records of candidates with- 
out directly backing any one can- 
didate as such.

CANADA PUTS 3 PCT. EXCISE 
TAX ON LUMBER FROM U. 8. 


Action 8 in Retaliation of 
New Duty Placed on Sim- 
ilar Dominion Exports. 


By the Associated Press. . 

_ OTTAWA, Ont., July 15.—Lum- 
ber imports from the United States 
have become subject to a special 3 
per cent excise tax, said a circular 
issued yesterday by the Depart- 
ment of National Revenue. 

Under a new section of the spe- 
cial war revenues act effective 
April 7, 1932, a 3 per cent excise 
tax was imposed on duty paid value 
of goods imported, but this tax did 
not apply to certain articles, in- 
cluding lumber, when imported 
from a country which admitted 
free of duty similar lumber im- 
ported from Canada. 

“As the United States,” the cir- 
cular pointed out, “effective June 
21, has imposed duties, or so- 
called excise tax in effect duty, on 
all lumber imported from Canada, 
all. jumber. imported from the 
United States from date became 
subject to the said special excise 
tax of 3 per cent.”

Will Make Eight Speeches 
in Boone and Callaway to 
Stop Central Missouri 


Drift to Denese

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 16. — 
Francis M. Wilson, candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
Governor, next week will abandon 
his policy of making no speaking 
campaign, in an effort to stem the 
strong drift to his opponent, State 
Senator Russell L. Dearmont, in 
the Central Missouri “Democratic 
battleground.” He is to make four 
speeches in Boone County and 
four in Callaway County. 

The Dearmont managers jubi- 
lantly ascribe Wilson’s change of 
policy to alarm among the Wilson 
leaders over conditions in these 
counties, and a fear that Dearmont 
Will pile up a sufficient majority 
in them to win the nomination. 

It is apparent that Dearmont 
has made remarkable gains 
through this section during the 
past month, and if the change of 
policy is due to alarm over the 
condition, there are substantial 
grounds for it. The fact that Wil- 
son was making no campaign 
speeches aided Dearmont in build- 
ing up his strength. 

Only Three Talks to Date. 

Voters in Missouri nave been ac- 
customed to seeing and hearing 
the candidates for important State 
offices, and they are not satisfied 
unless the ‘candidates appear. 
Dearmont has been campaigning 
for four months, speaking from 
three to six times a day, while 
Wilson has remained at his ances- 
tral home in Platte County, and 
has made only three short talks. 

This section of the State is a 
real battleground in a Democratic 
primary. There is a group of six 
counties—Boone, Callaway, Au- 
drain, Randolph, Howard and Sa- 
line—which invariably are Demo- 
cratic by big majorities. They 
have a total vote in excess of 30,- 
000 in the Democratic primary, 
nearly equal to half the total vote 
of Jackson County, where the Pen- 
dergast organization will give Wil- 
son a huge majority. Dearmont 
has campaigned them intensively, 
and his managers recently have 
nursed the hope that Dearmont 
will carry them by an average of 
2000 to the county. 

If he could do this, it would go 
a long way, with the heavy ma- 
jority he virtually is certain to get 
in his home section of Southeast 
Missouri, toward offsetting the 45,- 
000 to 50,000 majority it is expect- 
ed Pendergast will give Wilson in 
Jackson County. 

Likely to Go to Dearmont. 

Wilson leaders by no means con- 
cede Dearmont:a victory in any of 
the group, though they admit he 
has a material strength in all the 
counties. A survey of ‘conditions 
indicates that while a figure of 12,- 
600 majority for Dearmont in the 
six counties possibly is somewhat 
high, it would not be surprising if 
he carried them by a substantia) 
majority. 

Boone County, if which a Demo- 
cratic vote of approximately 7000 
may be expected, is typical of the 
others. Active Dearmont workers 
insist there is no doubt that it will 
go for him by more than 1000. 
Some put the figure at more than 
2000. One Wilson leader said to- 
day that, in his opinion, Wilson 
would carry it by about 500. 

The success which it now appears 
Dearmont will have in this group 
will be offset partially by Monroe

Speech to Followers Here, 
Urges “Don’t Starve Like 
Sheep.’ 


William Z. Foster, Communist 
candidate for  Fremdent of the 
United States, toia 600 enthusias- 
tic listeners last night that their 
only hope of obtaining temporary 
unemployment relief was to or- 
ganize, fight and prepare to 
overthrow the capitalistic tyrants” 
who are about to be abolished any- 
way, since their social system has 
run its course. 

“Don't starve like sheep,” he 
shouted. “You must learn that 
during periods of depression, the 
capitalists force you into starva- 
tion if they can. They haven't got 
your interests at heart; they've got 
their own. 

“You must learn they can get 
the money to feed you if they want 
to, but they won't do it unless you 
force them to. The one thing you 
must learn from this is that you 
must fight for relief.” 

He emphasized the word “fight,” 
and smashed his fist down on the 
green speakers’ table, while the 
audience cheered, stamped on the 
floor and listeners yelled above the 
general noise, We'll show em. We 
won't starve.” 

Police at Meeting. 

The meeting was at Turner Hall, 
1508 Chouteau avenue, undef aus- 
pices of the Commupist party of 
St. Louis, promoters of the dis- 
turbance and fight last Monday on 
the City Hall lawn. Seven police- 
men were detailed to duty outside 
the hall, but did not interfere with 
the meeting since it was orderly. 
Police have forbidden 
gatherings of the Communists. 

“The situation you are facing in 
St. Louis is typical,“ Foster said in 
opening. “It may be summed up 
in two statements. Hunger and 
terrorism on the part of the ruling 
class.“ 

Then, his already wrinkled dark 
gray trousers acquiring additional 
creases from the heat and damp- 
ness and his collarless white shirt 
with the faded lavender stripes, 
clinging wetly to him, Foster re- 
viewed the claims and aims of the 
Democratic and Republican parties 
in traditional political style flav- 
ored with more than usual invec- 
tive. 

“Well comrades, for example, 
Mr. Hoover, president of the Unit- 
ed States” He was interrupted 
by loud boos that stopped when 
he raised his voice to proclaim, 
“We now have the greatest crisis 
in history. That’s how Mr. Hoov- 
er’s promise turned out. Tonight 
in the United States, 15,000,000 
unemployed workers. Ten million 
working part time. That's the an- 
swer. 

“Whole Country a Poorhouse.“ 

Mr. Hoover said in 1928 that 
our capitalism had become 80 
great that we'd never have another 
crisis. He said the poorhouse is 
about to disappear—to vanish 
from our midst. It seems to me, 
comrades, that the whole damn 
country is becoming a poorhouse.” 

There were more yells. Foster 
began talking about a new Amer> 
ican honor. “Go along your river 
banks,” he shouted. “Go to the 
city dumps and you will find new 
American cities—built out of tin 
cans. And what are they named? 
If a man is great, sometimes a city 
is named after him. Well, then Mr. 
Hoover must be the greatest man 
of all times because thousands of

Meeting, Arranged at Invi- 
tation of MacDonald, Ex- 
pected to Lead to Annu- 
ities Settlement.

LONDON, July 15.—President 
Eamon de Valera of the Irish Free 
State arrived this evening for a 
conference with Prime Minister 
MacDonald on the dispute between 
the British Government and his 
own. 

“Hurrah for De Valera,” shouted 
a crowd which had been waiting 
for him at Euston Station. 
the street another group called 
back, “Down with De Valera.” 

MacDonald offered yesterday to 
meet De Valera. His offer was 


made after he talked with William 
Norton, Free State labor leader, 
who had conre to London the night 
before from Dublin. 0 


Norton laid a pian for a settle- 
ment before the Government which 
was understood to provide for a 
tribunal of four to discuss the irish 
problem, two of them to be nomi- 
nated by the British Government 
and two by the Free State. They 
would make a report to both 
ernments. 


The plan for the conference was 
evolved as the special British tariffs 
on Free State imports, decreed in 
retaliation for De Valera’s refusal 
to make Irish land annuity pay- 
ments amounting to $11,000,000 a 
year, went into effect. 


The Dail Eirann today passed a 
retaliatory tariff measure by «a 
vote of 68 to 57. During the de- 
bate the Finance Minister, saying 
enactment of the bill was “due to 
British penal legislation,“ declared 
the powers which it conferred 
would be used primarily to open 
new channels & trade, to estab- 
lish industries in the Free State 
and to reimburse the nation for 
any losses due to the tariff en- 
acted by Great Britain. 

Norton said yesterday that De 
Valera had agreed to his plan be- 
fore he began his journey here, 
He emphatically denied that his 
party, the support of which makes 
De Valera’s majority possible, 
would withdraw that support be- 
cause of the new Free State tariff

We suggest: 

That the Mayor of St. Louis, the Board 
of Aldermen and the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee on Relief and Employment telegraph 
to President Hoover and our congres- 
sional representatives urging immediate 
and favorable action on the modification 
of the Volstead Act at this session of 
Congress as a distress relief measure, 
for is there anyone who has the temer- 
ity to suggest that beer with a 4 per cent 
alcoholic content is more intoxicating 
than the 20 per cent wine made from 
grape concentrates marketed with Fed- 
eral aid?

Provision must be made for probably increasing 
needs for a year and a half at least, and the bond 
issue will provide resources, and give time for the 
city to find new sources of revenue. Surely, the tax- 
ing of all taxpayers equitably is a better plan than 
the makeshift way of putting special taxes on select- 
ed businesses. 

Employment, of course, is a better way of meet- 
ing the emergency than charity. That is the way 
preferred by the great majority of unemployed who 
are dependent now upon charity. We believe, there- 
fore, that a systematic survey of industry and busi- 
ness in the city, with a view to providing employ- 
ment for as many of the unemployed as possible, is 
of the utmost importance. This is the only construc- 
tive suggestion the committee makes. 

Anything else is at best a makeshift. Unemploy- 
ment has been growing for a decade. It is primarily 
due to machinery, and as long as the profits of the 
machine go to a few people, there can be no remedy 
for unemployment. The Post-Dispatch has sounded 
this warning to the country time and again. It was 
elaborately set forth in “The Country’s Plight—What 
Can Be Done About It?“, which we published in No- 
vember, 1931. Bond issues and relief funds are not 
going to solve the unemployment problem. It will 
have to be solved by a more equitable distribution of 
the national wealth. Not labor, as is too often pro- 
posed, but capital must take a lesser share. 

While this certainty sinks into the consciousness 
of industry, every possible means of supplying em- 
ployment should be found and utilized.

Breakfast Innovations. 

This week we have suggested 
one or two slight innovations in 
breakfasts. This may be a new 
idea to some of you, but it is one 
well worth trying. The cool crisp- 
ness of cucumbers, the tart tang 
of tomatoes or the spiciness of wa- 
tercress acts as a good spur to the 
appetite. Eggs scrambled with 
mushrooms or tomatpes, poached 
eggs garnished with a plentiful ar- 
ray of crisp watercress, bacon with 
slices of tomato or broiled or fried 
tomatoes—these are the more usual 
examples of breakfast vegetable 
combinations. But finely minced 
spinach with a poached egg is also 
good, or a fried or poached egg on 
a slice of broiled eggplant may be 
served also. 

Baked Blackberry Roll. 

Wash two cups of ripe black- 
berries, pick off the hulls, drain 
and sprinkle with one-half cup 
sugar. Sift two cups flour mixe/ 
with three teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt and two 
tablespoons sugar. Rub in one 
half cup shortening and add 
enough cold milk to make a dough 
that can be rolled out without 
sticking to the board. It will take 
‘about two-thirds cupful. Roll the 
dough out on a floured board to a 
scant fourth-inch thickness, spread 
the berries over it and roll up 
closely.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 
IN COOKERY'S REALM 


From dende 1 Rind to Spices 
and Chocolate Trouble- 
Saver. 


Watermelon and cantaloupe cut 
in small balls with a vegetable 
cutter and seasoned with slightly 
Sweetened lemon juice, make a 
splendid fruit appetizer for dinner. 
Use either one alone, or if a small 
quantity of both happen to be on 
hand, combine them, heaping the 
pink and yellow balls on a crisp 
lettuce leaf. 


are an invaluable aid in 
cookery, but such small amounts 
of them are needed in most cases 
that they should always be bought 
in small packages. Spices lose 
their flavor when exposed to the 
air, so keep them closely covered 
at all times. If the packages have 
sprinkler tops, be sure that the 
holes are closed when the cans or 
packages are not in use. 


A little grated lemon rind mix- 
ture with the sugar or the sugar 
syrup used to sweeten lemonade 
will give a delightful aroma and a 
new flavor to the beverage. Grate 
half a lemon to a quart of lemon- 
ade. This may also be used in 
orangeade or in any mixed fruit 
beverage. 


When chocolate is melted over 
hot water, or in any other way, 
for cooking purposes, it is trouble- 
some to remove entirely from the 
pan, as so much of it sticks to the 
bottom and sides. This difficulty 
can be removed by rubbing the 
inside of the pan with butter be- 
fore putting in the chocolate. 


Have you ever started to make 
an uncooked cake icing and found 
that you have no confectioner's 
sugar on hand? If you have a 
glass of jelly—not jam-—try this 
instead. Put jelly—one cupful of 
it—in a bowl and beat until well 
broken but not liquid. Then add 
the unbeaten whites of two eggs 
and beat with an egg beater until 
the mixture becomes stiff enough 
to hold its shape when the beater 
is drawn through it. If the jelly 
is very sweet, and rather lacking 
in flavor, add one teaspoon lemon 
juice. 


Leftover mashed potatoes may be 
transformed into delicious cro- 
quettes. If possible, mix the po- 
tatoes—one and one-half cupsful 
—while still warm with two table- 
spons finely chopped nut meats and 
shape into balls about an inch in 
diameter. Place these in the ice- 
box until the next day, then dip 
in melted butter and roil in crushed 
cornflakes or rice flakes. Place 
on a baking dish and bake in a 
hot oven until heated through and 
crisp brown. 


Slice oranges s just before they 
are to be served unless they are 
mixed with other fruit or with 
cocoanut or custard. If served for 
breakfast, it is not a good plan 
to slice them the night before as 
they change in flavor on standing. 


LAMB CHOPS SERVED IN 
TWO ATTRACTIVE WAYS 


Braised Shoulder Chops With Veg- 
etables. 

Four shoulder chops, salt, pep- 
per, one cup carrots, one-half cup 
turnips, one-half cup celery, one- 
half cup onion, one cup water or 
stock. 

Brown chops on both sides in a 
hot frying pan. Season with salt 
and pepper. Mix vegetables, which 
should be cut in small dice, add a 
little salt and place in a baking 
dish. Arrange meat on vegetables, 
add water and cover closely. Bake 
in a moderate oven until meat is 
tender for two hours. 

Individual Grill of Lamb Chop 

Place a thick broiled chop on an 
individual plate and surround with 
crisp parsley. Season with salt, 
pepper and butter. On top lay a 
crisp strip of bacon and mount this 
with a plump brown sausage. If 
the bacon strip will curl a bit the 
sausage may be enclosed in it. On 
one side of plate put a half of 
baked potato and mint jelly on an 
orange round.

Delicious Cooked: Over Open 
Fire and Served With 
Savory Sauce. 


— 


Those who like to picnic look on 
spring, summer and early fall as 
one long picnic season—any fine 
day finds many ps-king up lunch 
or dinner and going out to eat in 
the open. For these butdoor meals 
nothing quite takes the place of 
food eooked over an open fire. 
Sandwiches, of course, are an es- 
sential to any well planned picnic 
nowadays, and one who is a con- 
firmed pienicker knows that sub- 
stantial sandwiches win the most 
praise. 

At the average picnic meal the 
sandwich bread and fillings take 
the place of the meat and vegeta- 
bles at a home meal, so the fillings 
should be hearty enough to be 
satisfying. Some may be fancy and 
perhaps at least one variety should 
be sweet, but the standbys are 
best made of meat, eggs, cheese 
and baked beans. Fruit, perhaps 
a bag or jar of crisp lettuce and @ 
few tomatoes, a beverage and some 


| cookies will fill up the picnic bas- 


ket in an agreeable manner. 
Outdoor Steaks. 

But the best kind of a picnic 
is the kind where one food at least 
may be cooked over an outdoor 
fire. Maybe it's just coffee boiled 
in the rather battered old en- 
ameled coffee pot kept sacred 
for such occasions; maybe it's 
“wientes’” broiled over the emders 
and popped between long, soft 
rolls, and perhaps it’s thin slices 
of steak sizzled over a hot fire, 
dipped in barbecue sauce and 
placed on fine thick slices of 
bread. This Yast is the kind of a 
feast that you will want to repeat 
often. 

To cook outdoors you must, of 
course, have &@ good fire. We sug- 
gest also a heavy iron frying pan 
or a sheet iron roasting pan and 
A very long handled fork. A wire 
broiler is good for broiling weinies, 
but the steak is best cooked in the 
pans mentioned. Dig a shallow 
trench or hole and build your fire 
in it, adding wood until the em- 
bers fill the trench. Arrange two 
stones or small logs as a support 
for pan. If you are also planning 
to make coffee, rake some of the 
hot embers to one side and set 
the coffee pot in them. 

Sauce for Steak. 

Have ready thin, very thin, 
slices of steak —sirloin is best, and 
have plenty of it. Mix at home 
before you start, the following 
sauce: Melt one-half cup butter, 
add two teaspoons worcestershire 
sauce, one teaspoon salt, one-third 
cup vinegar, one-quarter cup lem- 
on juice, one teaspoon grated on- 
ion, one-quarter teaspoon red pep- 
per and one-quarter cup water. 

Heat pan, rubbing it first with 
a strip of suet. When very hot, 
put in steaks, turning them almost 
immediately. Here is where the 
long handled fork comes in handy. 
When meat is brown, pour in sauce, 
let it sizzle up, then place pieces 
of the piping hot meat on thick 
slices of bread and fall to. Re- 
peat as often as necessary. The 
sauce will be enough for about 
three pounds steak, and you will 
need that much for a crowd of six 
or eight. 

Here are some substantial 
sandwich fillings also. 

Chopped crisp bacon, mixed with 
chopped hard boiled eggs and 
moistened with mayonnaise. 

Corned beef or ham with lettuce 
and horseradish sauce.

Hot Ham Sandwiches. 


Two cups chopped Ham.

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“CHEM VEAL TENDER 


Onions Add Savory Touch to 
- Braised Meat; Menu 
Suggested. 


A braised shoulder of veal 
cooked with sour cream and 
Onions, served with potato balls 
rolled in parsley, fresh corn and 
& gelatine fruit salad as a combi- 
nation salad and dessert course 
makes a meal that is a little dif- 
ferent and appealing. 

Shoulder of veal is one of the 
cheaper cuts and you will need 3 
pounds for 6 to 8 servings. Have 
meat cut in pieces for serving. 
Peel and slice onions to make two 
cupsful and saute them in a heavy 
frying pan in three tablespoons 
shortening until tender but not 
browned. Remeve onions to a 
baking dish. 

Sprinkle meat with salt, pepper 
and flour and brown quickly in 
the frying pan, adding a little more 
fat if necessary, Put meat on top 
of the onions. Pour fat from fry- 
ing pan, add one-half cup water 
and let it boil tip, then pour over 
meat. Next pour oné cup sour 
cream over meat. Cover dish and 
bake in a very moderate oven for 
two hours or until meat is tender. 
Thicken gravy with a little flour 
before serving, and servé meat 
from the baking dish. 

Sour cream often happens in 
many Households in the summer 
time, or cream may be bought and 
allowed to sour. Thin Cream or 
coffee cream, as it is usually 
called, is the kind used for this 
meat. It gives an astonishingly 
delicious flavor to the meat, and 
the acid in cream aids in making 
meat tender. Shoulder cuts need 
slow cooking to be at their best. 

All Baked Dinner. 

Now for the other foods served 
with this good meat dish. We have 
suggested fresh corn, for it is still 
new enough in the market to de 
appreciated, but since you are us- 


ing the oven for the meat, you 
may prefer to have an “oven- 
cooked dinner.” The potato balls 


are cooked in the oven, and baked 
squash may be substituted for the 
corn. 

Baked potato balls are as good 
to look at as they are to eat. Peel 
large potatoes and cut in balis 
with a ball vegetable cutter, or if 
this utensil is not available, cut 
the potatoes into large dice. In 
this latter case you will have to 
rename the vegetable! Drop the 
potatoes in cold water until all are 
prepared, then drain, spread in a 
single layer in a baking pan thick- 
ly greased with cooking fat or oil. 
Sprinkle the potatoes with salt and 
pepper and dribble two tabléspoons 
meited fat or cooking oil over 
them. Bake in a moderate oven 
for 45 to 60 minutes, turning them 
from time to time go that they 
brown evenly. When done drain 


and sprinkle thickly with minced 
parsley.

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Creamed With Mushrooms 
Fitst Day — Creole Recipe

Breast of chicken with creamed 
mushrooms is a delicacy for a Sun- 
day dinner, and from the rest of 


the fowl you can maké a most ap- 
petizing Creole dish for another 
meal as shown in following recipe: 

Select two small, plump roast- 
ing chickens, have them split and 
the breast divided from the rest 
of the chicken. Split each piece of 
breast in half, making four pieces 
from each chicken. Save the rest 
of the chicken for making chicken 
ala Creole. Dip the 
breasts in cooking oil, then roll 
in flour seasoned with salt and 
pepper. Melt three tablespoons 
butter in a frying pan, put in the 
chicken and brown quickly on both 
sides. Reduce heat as soon as 
meat is browned, cover and cook 
slowly for 25 minutes or until the 
chicken is very tender. Have ready 
four slices of toast, arrange the 
chicken on this aud cover with 
creamed mushrooms. Garnish with 
parsley and serve with vegetables. 

Creamed Mushrooms. 

Peel three-fourth pound fresh 
mushrooms, cut the caps in half 
if large, and slice the stems. Melt 
four tablespoons butter, add the 
mushrooms, cover and cook slow- 
ly for five minutes. Stir in“ four 
tablespoons flour and when mixed 
add two cups milk. Stir constant- 
ly over a moderate fire until 
thickened and smooth. Season 
‘with salt, pepper, two teaspoons 
lemon juice and a mere pinch of 
grated nutmeg. 

Chicken a la Creole. 

This is an excellent way of us- 
ing up the wings, backs, legs, etc., 
of a chicken whep the breast has 
been served separately. Cut the 
chicken in pieces for serving. 
Sprinkle each piece with salt, pep- 
per and flour and brown quickly 
in a little hot fat in a frying pan 
or saucepan. When the chicken is 
brown, drain off the fat, add a 
large sliced onion, a diced carrot, 
two sprigs of parsley, two cups 
canned tomatoes, one-half cup 
shredded green pepper and two 
cups boiling water. Cover and 
cook slowly for an hour, or until 
almost tender. Add one cup well 
washed rice, cover and continue 
cooking until the rice has ab- 
sorbed most of the liquid and is 
done. Remove to a hot platter and 


serve very hot. Serves four to, 


six.

Many Variations Possible to 


Improve Combinations of 
Fish, Meat or Vegetables. 


Many a good salad is spoiled by 
a poorly seasoned or wrongly 
chosen dressing—for certain kinds 
of salad call for one type of dress- 
ing, while that same dressing may 
spoil another salad. Mayonnaise, 
Russian dressing, French dressing 
these are the three familiar types 
—in some cases all too familiar! 
While they are excellent, like all 
good things they certainly become 
tiresome if they appear too often. 
Most of the salad dressings are a 
variation of either mayonnaise or 
French dressing.. The latter is sim- 
plest to make, but it needs careful 
attention in the matter of measur- 
ing and seasoning to make it per- 
fect. In the past few years com- 
mercial mayonnaise has become 
such a fine product that many 
women prefer to use it, rather than 
risk the chance of having home- 
made mayonnaise separate or re- 
fuse to thicken. The ready-made 
mayonnaise may be used as the 
base for a great number of differ- 
ent dressings. 

French Dressing. 


We find the best method is to 


make up a pint at a time. This is 
made with just. salt, paprika and 
pepper for seasoning, and other 
flavorings and seasonings added at 
will to suit salad for which dress- 
ing is to be used. A good founda- 
tion recipe for French dressing is 
this: Pour into a pint jar or bottle 
one and one-half cups olive or any 
preferred salad oil, one-half cup 
vinegar or equal parts of lemon 
juice and vinegar, or six teaspoons 
lemon juice instead of the vinegar, 
one-half teaspoon white pepper and 
one and one-half teaspoons salt. 
One teaspoon worcestershire sauce 
is a good addition though it is not 
absolutely necessary. Shake the 
jar until the dressing is thick and 
creamy every time you use it. Keep 
it in the ice box in between times. 
When a special dressing is wanted, 
shake up the mixture as just 
stated, pour out as much as you 
need and add whatever other in- 
gredients you wish. 
Variations, 

Ravigote Dressing— Mash the 
yolks of three hard boiled eggs 
until very smooth. Measure one- 
half cup of French dressing and 
add gradually to three tablespoons 
evaporated milk or thin cream, 
beating it in. Add to the egg yolks 
gradually, then flavor with one ta- 
blespoon minced chives and one 
tablespoon minced parsley. Serve 
with any fish salad.

Prune and Apple Stuffing. 

Three cups bread crumb#g, one 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper. one-half cup broken nut 
meats, one-fourth cup melted fat, 
one cup apples, pared, diced and 
stewed, one-half up stewed and 
stoned prunes. 

Mix all ingredients well together 
before stuffing chicken, 

Watercress Stuffing. 

Three cups fine dry bread 
crumbs, one and one-half cups fine- 
ly cut watercress, leaves and stems, 
one and one-half teaspoons chopped 
onion, six tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons chopped celery, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper. 

Cook onion and celery in half the 
butter for two minutes. Then add 
watereress and séasoning. Allow 
liquid to evaporate. Add remaining 
butter and stir in crumbs. When 
crumbs have absorbed all the but- 
ter, fill dressing into bird.

“FROZEN WITH PICKLES 


Appetizing Platter Meals 
With Gelatin 
Molded. 


Pickles add a piquant and un- 
usual touch to these frozen dishes. 
Served on large platters in indi- 
vidual servings with suitable gar- 


nishes, they are meals almost 
complete for hot nights. 
Frozen Chicken, 

One can chicken a la king, one- 
half cup peas, cooked, one-half 
cup sweet pickles; finely chopped, 
one teaspoon gelatin, one table- 
spoon water, one-half cup cream, 
whipped. * 

Combine chicken a la king, 
chopped sweet pickles and peas. 
Soak gelatin in cold water, dis- 
solve over hot water and add to 
chicken mixture. Fold in whipped 
cream.. Turn into tray of auto- 
matic refrigerator and freeze two 
to three hours, or turn into an 
oiled mold, cover with double 
thickness of waxed paper held in 
place with an elastic band and 
freeze packed in ice and salt for 
two hours. 

Arrange individual servings of 
the chicken on lettuce leaves on 
platter. At intervals place stuffed 
eggs and asparagus tips in pimen- 
to rings. 

Tuna Fish. 

One cup white tuna fish, one- 
half cup celery, finely cut, one- 
half cup dill pickle, finely 
chopped, two teaspoons gelatin, 
three tablespoons cold water, one- 
half cup mayonnaise, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup cream. 
Separate tuna fish into flakes, 
add celery and dill pickles. Soak 
gelatin in cold water, dissolve over 
hot water, add to mayonnaise and 
beat thoroughly. Add fish mixture 
and salt. Fold in stiffly beaten 
cream. Turn into an oiled mold, 
cover with double thickness of 
waxed paper, held in place by an 
elastic band, and freeze packed in 
ice and salt two hours, or turn 
into tray of automatic refrigera- 
tor. 

Place the molded tuna fish salad 
in center of platter. Arrange cole 
slaw in individual servings around 
this mold. Dip whole shrimps in 
mayonnaise and place between 
servings of cole slaw on top of 
crosswise slices of dill pickles.

RECIPES FOR PEACHES 
AS FRUTINCREASE 


Ice Cream, Cocktail Jam and 
Meringue Are All 
Good. 


Like all fruits, peaches are rich 
in mineral salts and vitamins and 
have a high water content that 
makes them cooling and refreshing. 
Ripe, sound peaches are among the 
safest of fruits as they are the least 
likely to produce digestive disturb- 
ances, and fresh or stewed they 
possess some laxative qualities 


which help keep the system in good 
order during the hot weather. 

Uncooked peaches are by far the 
best in flavor and the fruit should 
be used, that way as often as possi- 
ble. However, there are occasions 
when it is desirable to cook them, 
either as a measure of economy or 
to prevent monotony. The follow- 
ing recipes are for the use of 
peaches in both ways: 


Peach Cocktail. 


Peaches discolor rapidly once 
they are peeled and exposed to the 
air, so prepare them just before 
serving or mix with some acid or 
juice fruit that will coat the peach 
and keep the air from it. In this 
case sliced ripe peaches are com- 
bined with watermelon or canta- 
loupe balls—tiny ones cut with a 
ball cutter which may be bought in 
the 6-and-10-cent store. Cut the 
melon first, then add the diced. or 
sliced peaches and the juice of half 
a lemon. Mix with a fork—care- 
fully to avoid breaking the fruit. 
Serve in small glasses with a table- 
spoon crushed ice and one teaspoon 
sugar syrup in each glass. Garnish 
with a peach leaf or a sprig of 
mint. 

Frozen Peaches. 

Peel one dozen large ripe 
peaches, cut in slices and mash 
very slightly with a fork. Add two 
cups sugar, two cups water, one 
tablespoon lemon juice, and let 
stand for an hour, stirring occa- 
sionally. Then pour into a three- 
pint mold or the freezer can of an 
ice cream freezer. Cover or seal 
and surround with equal parts of 
finely cracked ice and ice cream 
salt. Freeze for four to five hours. 
Unmold and serve with a spoon- 
ful of whipped sweetened cream 
on each portion. 

Peach Ice Cream. 


Peel ripe peaches and mash to 
make three cupsful. Add two and 
one-half cups sugar and stir until 
the sugar dissolves. Then stir in 
two cups milk and two cups evap- 
orated milk and freeze until stiff. 
Makes three pints. 

Peach Jam. 

Use fully ripened peaches, peel, 
remove pits and mash thoroughly. 
Measure 4 cups crushed fruit in a 
large kettle, add eight cups sugar 
and stir vigorously while heating 
to the boiling point. Boil hard for 
one minute, remove from fire, stir 
in one cup commercial liquid pec- 
tin at once and let stand one min- 
ute. Pour into sterilized glasses 
and seal with melted paraffin. 
Makes 11 half pint jars or glasses. 

Peach Meringue. 

Boil one cup sugar and one-half 
cup water together until it spins a 
thread. Peel six large ripe 
peaches, cut in half and remove 
pits. Dip peaches one at a time 
in syrup, drain and place on a 
platter to cool. Whip whites of 
three eggs until stiff enough to 
hold their shape, then gradually 
beat in one-half cup powdered 
sugar and two drops almond ex- 
tract. Dip a tablespoon into me- 
ringue and poach this in the hot 
Syrup for one minute. Place 
poached meringue on the peaches, 
and allow two halves of peach for 
each serving. Sprinkle with 
chopped nuts before serving. ‘The 
peaches may be placed on a slice 
of sponge cake to make & more 
substantial dessert. Save syrup 
that remains to flavor cold drinks. 


PEANUT BUTTER BREAD 


One-third cup peanut butter, one- 
third cup sugar, one egg, one cup 
milk, two and one-half cups flour, 
four teaspoons baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon salt. 

Cream peanut butter and add 
Sugar. Add egg well beaten and 
milk alternately with flour which 
has been mixed and sifted with 
baking powder and salt. Beat bat- 
ter thoroughly and turn into a 
greased pan. Bake in a moderate 
oven for 50 minutes.

One tablespoon gelatine, two ta- 
blespoons cold water, one and one- 
half cups boiling water, two bouil- 
lon cubes, one tablespoon sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, two table- 
spoons lemon juice or vinegar, one- 
half teaspoon scraped onion. 

Soften gelatine in cold water and 
dissolve in boiling water. Dissolve 
bouillon cubes, sugar and salt in 
the mixture and add lemon juice 
and scraped onion. When cold and 
partially thickehed, add diced vege- 
tables, meat or fish. Turn into 
molds and chill. 

This amount of aspic with one 
and one-half to two cups of salad 
ingredients will make six servings. 
Instead of the bouillon cubes and 
boiling water any meat stock or 
canned bouillon may be used. 


Lima Beans and Tomatoes. 


Soak two pints of dried lima 
beans overnight. In the morning, 
boil until tender; drain well. Melt 
heaping tablespoon butter in an 
earthenware dish, add the beans, 
three medium-sized tomatoes (cut 
fine) and six small new onions 
(sliced), two tablespoons milk, 
pepper, salt and paprika to taste. 
Cook until well heated, stirring oc- 
casionally until tomatoes and on- 
ions are well done. These two 
vegetables may be cooked together 
before adding to the beans. 


FRANKFURTER ROLLS 


Four cups flour, one teaspoon 
galt, five teaspoons baking pow- 
der, four tablespoons shortening, 
about two cups milk, one pound 
small smoked frankfurters. 

Sift flour, salt and baking pow- 
der. Work in shortening. Add 
milk to make a soft dough. Roll 
one-fourth inch thick. Cut in 
small squares. Lay one frankfurter 
on each square. Roll up and fas- 
ten securely by pinching dough 
together. Place in a pan. 

Bake in a hot oven until brown. 
These are still more appetizing if 
each frankfurter is brushed with 
prepared mustard. Time in bak- 
ing, 30 minutes. 


CREOLE HAM 


One pound slice of ham, eighteen 
cloves, ten peppercorns, two table- 
spoons brown sugar, two-thirds cup 
white grape juice. 

Soak ham in cold water for an 
hour. Drain, wipe off superfluous 
moisture, and place in shallow 
baking dish. Stick with cloves, 
distribute peppercorns about ham, 
sprinkle with brown sugar, and add 
white grape juice. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven until tender, basting oc- 
casionally. 

Grinding Crumbs. 

Put a paper bag over the head 
of the food chopper when grinding 
dry bread to keep the crumbs from 
scattering.

HE new year of 1900 saw the realization of my ambitions, the 
ambitions of every sailor.

Completely igno- 
rant of the military strength of 
the Far Eastern Empire, our diplo- 
mats sat at their desks in St. Pe- 
tersburg dreaming the dreams of 
Hastings and Clive. They intended 
to do to Manchuria what the Brit- 
ish had succeeded in doing in In- 
dia. Under their strenuous pres- 
sure our Government decided. to 
occupy Port Arthur a few

the Trazs-Siberian Railway straight 
through Manchuria. This bold 
seizure of the port, taken by the 
Japanese in 1894, but ceded by 
them to the Chinese, was followed 
by the just and indignant protests 
of the Tokio Cabinet. Count Ito 
came to St. Petersburg and pro- 
posed a peaceful settlement. He 


failed in his mission and there was 
nothing left for him to do but to 
conclude an anti-Russian alliance 
with Great Britain. It was an open 
secret in diplomatic circles that 
the Czar of Russia gave his consent 
to a series of adventures in the 
Far East because he listened to the 
perfidious advice of the young 
Kaiser. Nobody doubted likewise 
that Russia was bound to have a 
war with Japan, should she persist 
in claiming rights to Manchuria. 

“Do we want to have a war with 
Japan?” I asked Nicky. “If we do, 
then we should immediately begin 
building the second track of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway, concen- 
trating our troops in Eastern Si- 
beria and launching a large num- 
ber of modern battleships.”

E just shook his head and said 
H I was paying too much atten- 
tion to gossip. No, he did not 
expect to have a war with Japan, 
nor with anyone else, at least not 
so long as he remained Czar.

I declared that as “a 
faithful subject of the Emperor 
and as a person not entirely bereft 
of my senses, I shall have nothing 
further to do with a shameful 
scheme jeopardizing the lives of 
hundreds of thousands of innocent 
Russians.” Fredericks complained 
to the Czar. Nicky felt exceedingly 
hurt by my plain language and 
asked me to change my decision. I 
said no“ in rather excited fashion.
